By’ Steamer  to  the  Sonny  South 
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The  Cherokee  a  fine  iron.steaiwr 
)rel*»nging  to  the  Civile  line  anil  plying 
between  New  York  an<l  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  calling  at  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  each  way.  She  is  command¬ 
ed  bv ;•  Capt.  Duane,  who  is  ably  a*- 
nisted  bv  Mr.  Pennington,  (  who  by 
the  way  is  a  Jerseyman  )  y*  first  of¬ 
ficer,  Mr.  Chichester,  second  officer, 
while  the  business  of  the  ship  if*  in  the 
efficent  hands  of  Purser  Steers, 

One  Friday  afternoon  in  the  latter 
part  of  September  the  writer  sbxxl  on 
the  «leck  of  the  Cherokee  asshejmlled 
out  »*f  her  tlrek  an*l  was  carefully 
guided  down  The  crowd*.**  1  river  and  bay 
until,  crossing  the  bar,  we  felt  the 
l*mg  roll  of  t^ir*  Atlantic -as  we  sto<*d 
out  to  sea.  *There*Avas  a  very  large 
nuinlrer  of  |>assengers,  in  many  cases 
entire  families,  who  had  spent  the 
summer  north  and  were  returning  to 
their  homes  in  Florida  for  the  winter. 
Nothing  of  special  interest  occurred 
until  Saturday  evening  when  about  25 
miles  north  of  Cape  Hatteras.  It  was 
perhaps  an  hour  after  dinner,  the  sa¬ 
loon  wan  crowded  with  ladies  and  chil¬ 
dren  and  many  others  were  out  on 
deck.  Suddenly  the  course  change*  1, 
throwing  the  vessel  into  the  trtnigh  of 
the  heavy  sea  that  was  running,  caus¬ 
ing  her  to  pitch  and  roll  tremendous¬ 
ly,  as  did  most  of  the  passengers.  In 
a  very  few  minutes  the  saloon  was  de¬ 
serted  while  a  row  of  men  was  seen 
leaning  over  the  ships  side  gazing  in 
tently  into  llie  dark  and  troubled 
waters  seeming  to  find  in  them  a  fit 
reflection  of  their  own  state  of  body 
and  mind.  I  was  fortunate  enough 
to  lie  one  of  the  few  who  were  not  so 
affected  and  found  the  wild  tujnble 
and  rush  of  the  waves  most  exhilarat¬ 
ing.  I  was  reminded  of  a  very  clever 
parody  of  the  song  “In  the  Gloaming,” 
which  as  j>er haps  some  of  your  readers 
may  not  have  seen,  (that  is  the  parody 
is  >t  the  <  u  iginal),  I  will  cojiy  for  their

When  the  fog-horns  scream  and  blow,

I  was  seized  with  sudden  longing 
To  gaze  upon  the  deep  blue  sea. 

It  was  best  to  leave  you  there,  dear, 
Best  for  you  and  best  for  me." 
Sunday  was  a  clear,  Ireaiitiful  day. 
The  sea  was  quiet,  and  sparkled  in  the 
sunlight,  but  the  ravages  of  the  night 
before  were  to  be  seen  in  the  pallid 
faces  and  limp  forms  as  one  after 
another  crawled  out  into  the  warm 
sunshine.  We  arrived  at  Charleston, 
where  I  left  the  vessel,  early  Monday 
morning,  I  was  gently  disappointed 
in  Charleston.  As  regards  business 
the  place  seems  utterly  stagnant.  Cot¬ 
ton  and  rice  have  always  l>een  the  sta¬ 
ples,  and  there  is  still  ■  a  considerable 
quantity  of  these  shipped,  but  the  ex 
polls  ant*  said  to  be  growing  less  every 
year.  The  natural  advantages  of  the 
«ity  as  a  commercial  centre  are  very 
good,  viz.,  an  immensely  fine  harbor, 
and  its  situation  at  the  junction  of  the 
Ashley  and  Coojier  rivers.  It 
however,  lacking  in  two  important 
things,  railways  to  act  as  feeders  to  the 
city,  and  business  enterprise  and  lib 
erulity  on  the  purt  of  its  citizens. 
The  first  of  course  implies  the  latter. 
Around' the  Battery  which  is  a  beau¬ 
tiful  sjret,  are  many  elegant  mansions 
overlooking  the  harbor,  with  windows 
ojiening  on  broad  piazzas  which  are 
extended  Jo  the  top  stories.  These 
piazzas  are  a  feature  of  the  dwellings 
in  this  city,  and  in  fact  of  the  dwel¬ 
lings  generally  that  one  sees  in  the 
south,  ltoses  and  other  flowers  were 
in  bloom  ami  in  one  or  two  places 
saw  the  palmetto  tree  which,  is  the 
emblem  of  the  State  of  South  Caroli¬ 
na.  The  two  most  interesting  public 
buildings  in  the  city  are  the  churches 
of  St.  Michael  and  St.  Philip,  both  of 
.  which  antedate  the  Revolution.  In 
the  church  yard  of  St.  Philip  is  a  grave 
over -which  is  the  date  1720.  All  of 
the  older  dwellings  have  walls  of  eight 
or  ten  feet  in  height  built  about  them 
so  that  it  is  only  through  tlie  occasion 
al  open  door  that  one  gets  a  view  of 
the  grounds,  which  in  some*  instances 
are  very  attractive.  The  effects  of  the 
terrible  earthquake  of  last  year  are 
still  to  be  seen.  I  was  told  that  there 
was  in  »t  a  brick  bouse  in  the  city  that 
escaped  damage.  Chi  even-  hand  re¬ 
pairs  are  still  going  on  while  one  or 
two  buildings  remain  untouched,  their 
gaping  walls  and  broken  ooluiihis  give 
iug  a  faint  idea  of  w  hat  the  scene  must 
have  been  immedately  after  the 
.  shock.  1  was  forcibly  reminded  of  the 
old  adage  that  curses  like  chickens 
come  home  to  roost  as  I  walked  by  the 
almost  deserted  wharfs  and  saw  the 
grass  actually  growing  in  the  streets 
lea*  ling  to  them.  Many  of  your  read¬ 
ers  will  rememder  that  at  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  war  it  was  said  by  the 
people  of  Charleston  that  this  state  of 
things  would  prevail  in  New  York. 
Monday  afternoon  was  given  to  Fort 
Sumter£  which  is  built  on  a  small  isl¬ 
and  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  and 
some  three  or  four  miles  from  the  city. 
The  garrison  at  tire  present  time  con¬ 
sists  of  two  men  and  their  families,  an 
ordnance  sergeant  and  a  light  house 
keeper.  Originally  there  were  three 
casemates,  but  now  only  one  remains. 
There  are  a  few  guns  mounted  on  the 
parapets  and  perhaps  a  half  dozen  in 
the  casemates.  These  latter  were  wet 
ami  rusted  by  the  salt  spray  which  is

bravely  defen*  ling  it.  The  trip  to 
Fort  Sumter  was  the  most  interesting 
feature  in  my  stay  at  Chariest*. n  The 
next  day  a  ride  of  about  five  h./ur- 
through  pines  aD*l  gmam]M  bordering 
on  the  famous  sea  miau  l-  of  S  u  n 
Carolina  brought  me  to  Savannah, 
full  of  life  and  business,  presenting  a 
an  at  marked  contrast  to  Cbailest/*»i 
The  hotels  were  full  of  oonmiernul  |  t*  ■j.- 
travelers,  the  store*  large  and  earn  iug 
a  varied  stock  of  goods,  while  in  the 
river  were  no  les*  than  twenty  five 
“Ocean  Tramps,”  as  the  freight  steam 
era  are  called,  loading  cotton,  beside* 
sailing  vess  -lfl  of  all  descripti- 
The  ntreelo  aie  broad,  crossing  at 
right  angles,  while  at  frequent  inter 
vals  at  the  intersections  nr*  dmall 
parks  with  ample  shade,  affording  d* 
light ful  playgrounds  for  the  children 
who  seem  to  abound  in  this  city.  Of 
course  no  one  would  think  of  stopping 
in  Savannah  and  not  seeing  the  fiun 
ous  Bonavcnture  Cemetery  with  it 
avenues  of  trees  hung  with  the  long 
festoons  of  Spanish  moss.  I  was  taken 
out  to  Bouaventure  by  a  very  bright 
colore*  1  man,  about  26  years  of  age 
who  was  enterprising  enough  to  leav 
the  country  place  in  which  he  was 
raised  for  the  city  where  he  could  earn 
more  money  and  at  the  same  time  at 
tend  night  school,  where  he  is  prej lin¬ 
ing  to  enter  the  University  at  Atlanta. 

In  reply  to  my  questions  regarding 
tlie  condition  of  the  colored  people  he 
said  that  in  the  Country  they  do  li* tie 
more  than  exist.  The  w  ages  of  a  farm 
hand  vary  from  30.  to  oOctfa.  jier  day, 
the  latter  price  being  paid  only  to 
sjiecially  good  hands.  If  a  man  work¬ 
ed  a  place  on  his  own  account  he  was 
oblige*  1  to  go  in  debt  while  making 
his  crop,  the  result  being  that  be  was 
always  at  the  mercy  of  the  store  keep 
er.  As  to  the  ballot  the  colored  peo¬ 
ple  sold  their  votes  fora  little  whiskey 
and  a  dollar  or  two.  This  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  a  gentleman  I  met  from 
Florida  w  ho  has  lived  then  .over  30 
years  and  has  always  Ireeii  a  Republi¬ 
can.  He  said  that  giving  the  c«*ii 


people  the  ballot  without  restriction 
had  proved  a  lioomernug,  to  the  lie 
publican  party.  My  colored  friend  al 
s*i  said  it  was  sometimes  a  matter  of 
dispute  among  those  who  had  been 
slaves  as  to  whether  their  condition 
was  improved  under  the  present  cir 
cumstances.  But  the  conclusidu  reach 
ed  was  that  though  often  suffering  for 
food  and  clothing,  as  they  (fid  not  in 
slavery,  the  security  of  the  family  and 
the  hope  always  possible  of  fulfilment, 
of  improving  their  condition  more  than 
compensated  for  any  temporary  hard¬ 
ship.  r  The  above  course  applies  to 
those  iD  the  agricultural  districts. 

The  ride  from  Savannah  to  Jack¬ 
sonville  takes  one  through  the  turpen¬ 
tine  and  rice  regions  of  Georgia.  The 
country  as  viewed  from  the  cars  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  very  thinly  settled.  £)ne 
can  ride  for  hours  without  seeing  any 
sign  of  life  except  an  occasional  saw¬ 
mill,  turpentine  still,  or  the  few  houses 
about  the  railway  station.  Sometimes 
the  entire  town  appears  to  he  made 
up  of  the  station  and  the  country  store. 
The  chief  stock  of  the  latter  being  in 
barrels.  However  the  saddle-horses 
tied  to  the  fences  and  trees,  show  that 
there  are  folks  living  somewhere. 
At  one  of  these  stations  were  speci¬ 
mens  of  the  famous  razor  back  hogs 
that  are  said  to  be  able  to  stand  on 
oDe  side  of  a  six  rail  fence  ami  eat  corn 
growing  on  the  other  side  Thq 
specimens  I  saw  were  walking  back 
aud  forth  under  the  cars  and  between 
the  w  heels  with  such  a  business  like 
air  that  it  occurred  to  me  that  per¬ 
haps  they  were  used  by  the  company 
to  examine  the  air  brakes,  car  wheels, 
etc.  A  little  observation,  however, 
showed  that4they  were  simply  looking 
after  their  own  bacon,  hoping  to  pick 
up  a  sandwich,  ham  or  otherwise,  that 
might  be  dropped  from  the  cars,  or 
perhaps  one  of  the  rare  Cherokee  ba 
uanas.  The  search  for  theseJAittei 
was  useless,  as  they  are  seldom  if  ever 
seen  north  of  DeLand,  Florida.  Jack 
souviJle  was  reached  about  8  P.  M. 
This  finished  my  railway  travel.  J 
was  very  pleasantly  surprised  by  the 
excellent  time  made  aud  the  comfort¬ 
able  cars.  There  was  one  thing  in 
the  cars  that  struck  me  as  being  rath 
er  odd,  and  that  was  the  double  row 
of  cuspiulores  in  the  aisles  of  ail  the 
cars,  one  being  placed  at  each  seat. 
Most  persons  will  be  able  to  guess  the 
reason  for  it.  The  weather  at  Jack 
sonville  on  Thursday  was  rather  warm, 
the  thermometer  showing  87  most  of 
time.  Nevertheless,  I  walked  about 
the  town  all  the  morning,  being  much 
impressed  with  the  business  activity 
of  the  place  and  the  substantial  char¬ 
acter  of  the  buildings,  the  business 
block  being  of  brick  three  and  four 
stories  iu  height  The  wholesale  and 
retail  houses  carry  large  aud  full  lines 
of  goods  and  everything  has  the  ap- 
jrearauce  of  a  wide-awake  city.  There 
are  three  or  four  very  large  hotels 
which  are  open  for  the  winter  visitors 
1  resides  many  smaller  ones.  While 
the  many  signs  seen  on  private  houses 
boarders  taken  ”  reminds  one  of  the 
side  streets  of  Saratoga.  I  regretted 
exceedingly  being  so  near  to  St.  Au¬ 
gustine- without  being  able  to  see  it, 
consoled  myself  with  the  thought  that 
this  would  be  an  inducement  to  come 
again. 

At  two  in  the  afternoon  I  was  once 
more  on  the  Cherokee  on  my  way 
home.  The  sail  down  the  St.  Johns 
river  was  most  delightful  after  the 
heat  of  the  morning.  We  arrived  at 
the  bar  at  5  :30  P.  M.  An  east  wind 
was  blowing,  causing  the  water  to 
foam  and  boil  on  the  shoals  in  a  most 
threatening  manner.  We  felt  secure, 
however,  as  a  skillful  pilot  was  on4lic 
bridge  with  the  captain,  while  the 
first  officer  stood  at  the  starboard  side 
of  the  ship  taking  constant  soundings. 

It  is  evident  that  the  U. .  S.  Govern¬ 
ment  is  not  in  favor  of  prohibition  on 
the  St.  Johns  river,  as  it  is  spen  ding 
large  sums  of  money  in  improving  the 
bar  and  making  it  easy  of  access  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night.  Another 
point :  this  bar  is  not  closed  on  Sun-

Chariest*  *n  w  as  reached 
on  Friday  morning.  There  was  an 
umivi.il  quantity  >*f  freight  u»  load, so 
that  we  did  n*»t  get  away  till  ti  o’clock 
Saturday  morning.  Our  cargo  then 
consist*-*!  of  3000  tm)e*  of  cotton.  800 
>f  pig  iron  from  Birmingham, 
Ala  .  phisphate  in  bags  besides  the 
lamia  r,  shingles,  etc.,  taken 
Jacksonville.  It  was  very  interesting 
to  wa  ch  the  stowing  of  the  cargo  by 
the  longshoremen  who  with  two  or 
three  exceptions  were  colored  men. 
The  men  are  ,paid  bv  tlie  hour  and 
while  they  are  employed  make  good 
wages,  hut  there  n*  a  great  deal  of 
idle  time,  and  the  work  ia  also  very 
sever**  and  sometimes  dangerous. 
Alreut  a  hundred  men  were  engage*! 
in  loading qur  vessel,  who  worked  with 
only  a  few  minutes  rest  for  dinner  aud 
supper,  from  10  A.  M.  Friday  to  5  A. 
M.  Sat  unlay.  One  of  the  gang  bosses 
was  an  active  fellew  with  a  great 
amount  of  energy  and  lung  jiower, 
especially  when  giving  orders.  At 
one  time  he  was  directing  .the  shifting 
of  a  gang  plunk  which  was  long  ami 
very  heavy.  Aboutotbirty  men  were 
pulling  on  the  rojre  while  Isaiah  was 
singing  out  to  them  to  heave  away, 
all  together,  uow  she  moves,  etc.,  but 
the  plank  did  not  budge.  Suddenly 
he  stopped,  and  with  blood  in  his  eye 
Went  up  to  one  of  the  men  aud  roared 
at  him,  “what  you  mean,  you  doau  do 
nuffin  but  hxik  at  me  holler,  you  doan 
pull  a  i>ouu.  You  want  to  stay  iu  dis 
gang  you  got  to  work,  you  has.”  It 
looked  as  though  he  was  alxrnt  to 
wipe  up  the  dock  with  the  man,  but  a 
broad  grin  spread  over  the  faces  of 
the  others  as  Isaiah  went  back  to  the 
plank,  and  with  a  mighty  voice  of 
prophesy  cried  out  all  together  “now* 
she  grtes,”  and  she  did.  I  was  awok¬ 
en*  d  :il*out  5  A.  M.  Saturday  by  the 
w  histle,  aud  as  the  sound  died  away 
the  voice  of  Isaiah  rose  on  the  morning 
air  cheering  bis  men,  followed  by  the 
splash  of  a  rojre  in  the  water  as  the 
Iuils  were  east  off,  showing  we  were 
alreut  starting,  (’ajjt.  Doane  is  de 
in  his  comparisons.

Just  asl  came  out  ou  deck  lie  said  to  a 
man  who  bad  not  cast  off  a  line  soon 
enough;  “A  preacher  just  out  of  the 
puljut  would  know  better  than  to  hold 
on  to  that  line  as  long  us  you  did.” 

On  another  occasion  he  said  to  the  of¬ 
ficer  on  watch  :  “You  must  look  after 
that  man  at  die  wheel,  he’s  steering 
crooked  that  a  rattlesnake  would 
break  bis  back  t  lying  to  follow  our 
ake.”
